Applicant's Amendment and Remarks filed on April 1, 2008 have been fully considered but it is not persuasive. 

With respect to Claim 11, Applicant does not agree that the prior art (U.S. Patent 5,303,214) of Kulakowski's bar code label 44 as illustrated 
in Fig. 13 has the feature "user control for controlling which portion of said information is displayed" (page 8 of the Remarks, lines 1 and 2). 
Applicant argues that the bar code with volume serial number (VOLSER) is affixed to a bin surface and once the bar code is printed, the 
volume serial number cannot be changed (page 7 of the Remarks, third paragraph, lines 1-4). Accordingly, Kulakowski's bar code label 44 
has various coding fields such as characters and numerals (column 8, line 61). The contents of the fields in the bar code are set and 
updated to identify the cartridge holding bins 26 and 27 (column 8, lines 61-63). In other words, the prior art of Kulakowski's media 
cartridge library requires an operator to control the contents of the bar code fields with respect to its attached cartridge's location and 
volume number. Furthermore, in case of bar code operation has an error or needed an replacement (column 20, lines 37-52), the operator 
will remove the old bar code label with a new bar code label. 

On the other hand, Applicant's Claim 1 1 only requires that the portion of displayed information is controllable by an user, and the prior art 
of Kulakowski's bar code information having various identify fields are set/controlled by the library operator and therefore satisfies the 
requirement of Applicant's claimed limitation. 

With respect to the rejected Claims 18-20, Applicant's argument based on above are therefore not persuasive as explained in the above 
response. 

With respect to the new Claim 21, the newly added feature "the display is a liquid crystal display" is not presented before and therefore it 
requires further search and consideration. 
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
